Going hunting this year? 

Tf you are, and are between the ages of 12 and 16, 
and don't have last year's license, you have to take a 
gun safety course, This two-day course canbetaken at 
area schools. The students whogo willbe taught safety, 


shooting, shooting skeets and traps, handling, and 
parts of the guns. 
- Some rules to follow for deer hunting are: 
1. You have to buy a license which costs $7.50. 


You must be 1); years of age to buy a deerhunt~ 
ing license for gun and 12 years of age to buy 
a deer hunting license for bow and arrow. Your 
parent must signfor your license if you are 
under 17 years of age. 

Use the right gun--any gun that is a center 
.fire suth,e@s 30-30, of a shotgun such as 12, 16 
and20 gauge. Center-fire pistolsmd revolvers 
legally cerried may be used but are not recom— 
mended. No rim fire rifles (such as a 22 cali- 
ber rifle) or revolvers may be used. 

Obey Horton's Trespass Law, which reads, "This > 
law prohibits hunting on any farm’ lands or farm 
wood lots, or on roads or highways in farm land 
areas, or within any enclosed or posted lands 
without permission of the owner or person leas- 
ing such land." 

If you are under 17 years of age you have to 
have a parent or someone who is 17 or older 
with you.

In a little over a week from now, 2/3 of the Senior 
body will have the same privileges as adults 21 or older. 

The following are the laws forthe State of Michigan: 

(1) Persons 18 and older will be able to sign con~ 
tracts for the purchase of goods and services and will 
be held legally responsible for meeting the terms of 
payment. Under present law, contracts of minors are 
voidable at the minors option. 

(2) Present civil law proceedings require a person 
under age 21 to have a guardian initiate civil action 
for him. However, a defendant under age 21 in a civil 
proceeding has no guardian requirement. The new daw 
will allow 18-20 year olds to engage in civil proceed~ 
ings without a guardian. | 

(3) The lowered age of majority will enable persons 
age 18 or older bo make their own wills, leaving their 
possession to whom ever they desire. 

(4) Persons 18 or older will be able to receive an 
inheritance and dispose of it at their own discretion. 

(5) 18-20 year olds will be ableto purchase or sell 
a home or obtain a mortgage under their own name, with 
out obtaining an adult to hold the title. 

(6) Should medical treatment or surgery be required 
persons age18 and older will be able to enter a hospi-~ 


tal, give permission and receive troatnonb: without hv 


parental consent. They may also, without parental con~ 
sent, voluntarily commit themselves to a mental hospital 
fay Cae once.

and using a BB handgun and 
engaging in pari-mutual 
wagering at horse races. 

These have been the laws 
governing the "Age of Maj- 
ority Act" for the State 
of Michigan but how is it 
going to effect your school 
life?

“According to the Mich- 
igan School Laws,Sec. 30. 
Gili, “M.S.L. 715.30 36

"tHvery board shall have 
authority to make reason 
able rules and regulations 
relative to anything what- 
ever necessary forthe pro- 
per establishment, mainten- 
ance, management and carry- 
ing on of the public schools 
of.such district, including 
(Cont'd pe. 7, cols)

regulations relative to the 
conduct of pupils concering 
their own safety while in 
attendance at school or 
en-route to and = from 
school." In accordance the 
following rules and regula- 
tions shall be in effect 
at present for students 
18 or older attending L-ze- 
view High School. 

EXCUSES: A student upon 
reaching the age of major- 
ity and wishing to assume 
full responsibility for 
his report card, attendance 
and other school rekated 
activities, must notify the 
proper school authorities 
in writing of his desires, 
(After reaching your 18-20 
birthday you can request 
that no reports be sent to 
your parents or ‘guardians 
on grades and attendance): 
"ALL requests will be honor- 
ed if, in writing." 

Bighteen year olds will 
have the right to write 
his or her own excuse, or 
just tell someone in the 
office why you were absent. 
BUSES AND BUSING:With per- 
mission from a _ school 
authority, adults (18-20) 
can change to different 
buses if they so desire. 
SCHOOL: Persons 18 and 
older will now have the 
right to change schools 
without a guardians con- 
cent if they follow certain 
criteria, such as living 
in Edmore to go to Montc- 
bella or Greenville to go 
to Greenville. 
DRINKING AND SCHOOL: Per- 
sons 18 and older are 
still reminded that this 
school system is under a 
closer campus policy, 
therefore: 

(1). Any person caught 
up-town, inabar or other- 
wise, during school hours, 
will be delt with for be- 
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during 
school hours. 

(2). The school will not 
use the odor: of alochol 
as a reason to ask you to 
leave the school. 

School officials can 
make any student, who's 
been drinking leave if, 
he or she is distracting 
others or making a nuis- 
ance of himself. 

(3). When asked if 18-20 
year olds could have aloc- 
hol in. their -cars,.— Mr. 
Ford had thistosay: "Leg- 
ally there is nothing we
